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REMARKS 

Summary of Office Action 

Claims 1, 14, and 18 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as allegedly being 
anticipated by Bae et al (U.S. 6,943,760). 

Claims 2-13, 15-17, and 19-22 stand objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim but are indicated as being allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim. 
Summary of Amendment 

Claims 1, 3, 14, 16, 18, and 20 have been amended. Claims 2, 15, and 19 have been 
canceled without prejudice or disclaimer. Accordingly, claims 1,3-14, 16-18, and 20-22 are 
pending for consideration. 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant thanks the Examiner for indicating allowable subject matter. Independent 
claim 1 has been amended to incorporate the features of allowable claim 2, independent claim 14 
has been amended to incorporate the features of allowable claim 15, and independent claim 18 
has been amended to incorporate the features of allowable claim 19. Claims 2, 15, and 19 have 
been canceled without prejudice or disclaimer. In addition, claims 3,16, and 20 have been 
amended to depend from amended claims 1,14, and 18, respectively. Therefore, Applicant 
asserts that independent claims 1, 14, and 18, and hence dependent claims 3-13, 16, 17, and 20- 
22 are now in condition for allowance.
